Peaoo betwoeo tíio Standing Bode-and 
Bertbold Indians, wb^eh oras entered 
into on Saiufday «t Fort LIncolik 
There were hbout 400 SiouX/nd 800 
Bertbold Indiana present and tbo trea­ 
ty waa sighed by the leading Gbiefa of 
UnkapppaV Black Feet, and Upper 
and Lower Tanktonays on behalf of tbo 
Sioux, and the leading chiofs of the 
Arrickarees, Gtosventres snd Mandans 
on behalf of tho allied tribes at Bertb­ 
old. The persons jolniug in the treaty 
wero as follows: Son of the Stars and 
and White Shield on behalf of the Ar­ 
rickarees, Crow Breast and Lean Wolf, 
for the Grosyentres, Bad Gun and The 
Lance for the Mandans, Two Bears, 
Mad Bear and Bull’s Ghost, on behalf 
of Lower Yaoktonays, Running Ante­ 
lope, Bear’s Bib, Thunder Hawk, Long 
Soldier and Slave for Unkapppas, and 
Grass, Big Head and Sitting Grow for 
Blaokfeet, arid Wolfs Necklace, Fire 
Heart and Biackeye for Upper Yahk- 
tonays. 
Gen. Carlin witnessed the 
treaty on beball of the military, and 
managed the preliminaries leading to 
it very handsomely; Col. Burke, the 
new agent at Standing Rock, who has 
already gained the affection and esteem 
of his ttUieSj witnessed it on behalf of 
the Indian department. Major Sperry 
the agent at Berthold, arrived intime 
to satisfy the Mandans who at first re­ 
fused to sign because Gen. Carlin 
would not stop the Big Horn ezpedi 
tion which they insisted would arive 
the Buffalo and other game out of the 
country. 
After the treaty was over 
Gen. Carlin ordered an ox for each par* 
ty and they bad a high old time. They 
seemed to have exagerated ideas of the 
result of the treaty and think that 
hereafter the Great Father will give 
them all the arms and ammunition they 
want and let them roam the country a > 
will, which they may d« withoutfear o 
danger from each other or, from the 
whites; but, they pretty plainly intima 
ted that they wanted the whites to stay 
on the east bank of the river. 
The Sioux at Standing Bock were 
T«ry much dissatisfied that they were 
not allowed to go to Washington on the 
Black Hills business, but they have 
been assured that they shall have 
voice in tfan final treaty, and they ac* 
cept the situation. 
About forty p 
cent of the signers of the treaty of ’( 
are at the Staodihg Rock Agency. The 
Sioux left for home Sunday on the 
west side of the river, and ^the Berth 
old tndians visited Bismarbk. In croes* 
ing the river in the niiorniDg Bloody 
Bnif^ and several others were left be* 
hind without provision for théir trans­ 
portation; 80 they, attempted to (Gross 
on tbo last boat but were ordered off, 
wheveupoii'Bloody Kiiifr retired to tl^ 
'bluff and fired into, the boat Sei^t^ 
Connelly opened with his revolver; aiK 
BloodyfifKnife(retreated to ,a. Vavine 
from which he fired two aiore shote 
which struck in ' the. wa^m neat the 
boat; no one was injured.
